In the Convent ef St. Augustine is 
formed the Isrgest and ;ielie>t .-ul eition of 
paintings in Peru, manji ol ttit.ii hy lia 
first Italian masters, and from t»o to three 
hundred years old. It is abioiuiely pain- 
ful to see the neglect «iih whick they aie 
ri-g>iided, no i are whatevei is taker of them; 
iliey hang upon the damp wall or are piled 
up in eoman, like okf rabbish, covered 
v«i:hdu<l and mould, and in t few vear.-< 
more will be ruined past a redemption. 
Their value ■einw qaiia ankeown tn the 
order, as any oneof ihem can \c purchaser! 
'or a mete tride. Unlike Italy and Kuro 
p*an countries, Peru hss aever beeu visi- 
ted and culled by greedy picture dealeis; 
and I am confident that the collection by 
(f e old maaters, is greater among th«> > on- 
vonls of Peru, than in lulj itself.

Heaped upon the ground aragreen 
peas, corn, beans, sweet potatoaa, yaips, 
arrow root, toma t oee and pumpkin^ the 
beat Ihat can be; and aa Ibr fraila, amy 
kind 1 ever saw or heard of, were there in 
ric^ abundance, pruductiona of the north, 
sooth, eeat and west. The moat deiiciooa 
fiuit that I found was the chirimoya; this is 
about ilie size of a pitte apple, is marked 
like it on the oulaida, bat is of a light green 
color. When ripe it is quite soft, and 
being broken open, is found full of white 
pulp, you eat it with a spoon, and find thai 
it contains all the delicata flaveia of the 
pine apple, strawberry and aeaaak Itgrows 
upon a tree as large as the oak.

The convent belie ate lolled almoet every 
hour in Iba dqr fer wmaearemtwy or other, 

aiii at midnight they sum-non with iron 
tongue the nuna and frian to their vigila. 
Every cbaneb and abapal bm ilaalaak. 
ard aa no tv*'0 in the city igree in point of 
tiroe, one or the other is continually 00 the 
go. From the number af almrdna and 
chapels in Lima, it waa a coaimon saying 
years ago, "thai Peru and its capital, the 
city of Kings, would send more souls and 
sainu to beenrei^ than Iba minaawauld yield 
dollars to Iba wnrid." 

The inquisition, with all iu honors, was 
..ablisbed at Linsa. in 1569, aadexMMed 
the same fonctioM as in Spain, Ofitit h wae 
aboliabed by San Martin, in 1^21. II.'^ 
palace ia now occupied aa a prison; one of 
lis halli^ honaear, ia davMad la a pnMie 
museum; among other things, this contains 
a variety of Inca mummies, tanen from 
diflerant hoalcaa; old Indian relic*, paini- 
inf^s and curiosities, with a valuable collec- 
tion of native minertils. There, 1 saw the 
coffin of General LaMar, a very elaborate 
pieoe of work, built of laaavaed^ and 
mounted upon a high p iJia la l; h waa car- 
ried ia the great procession, when his re- 
maiai were bioitfbt iMck 10 Peru. The 
military eeat af G iniaaj Salavary, pierced 
with balln, is exhibited in a glass case: the 
colleciionof porlraiu of distinguished men 
of Peru, ia vnry Isaga; the ex-Kings and 
Presidents, over forty in nnmber, from 
Pisarro down, are shown in foil length 
portraits. Simon Bolivar'a ia an excel lcn< 
paintin^aml Mnnip • nii^pcuooa poii- 
lion. 

It was the custom of Peru, up 
1800, to inter tbe dead either in 
or convents. At thm time, two amaa of 
ground, a short distance from the city, were 
eneloaad within high walla, and set apart 
for a borial plaaa, calM the Pa nti iw; bot 
the people, prejudiced in favor a f ibe hf oM 
customs^ ueed it but little. In IflSl, San 
Mmtii Innad a decree prohibiting bnrhda 
in any other place. In the Pantheon are nu- 
merous small arches resembling ovens, with 
doors; in these the bodies of the wealthy 
ar» depoeited, where they reonin from two 
to six yeara, according to the tima for witich 
they are rented. The poor are thrown into

Holla's bridge is a stnpandaoa structure 
of maaoniy, extending from the north gale 
of the city to the Alameda, on the dppoaite 
side of the river Rimac. It is lined 00 each 
side by aeeie, and is a de Kg btfal aeaoing 
resoit Tne .Alanit da extends along the 
b&ak of lhe river, under beautiful shade 
trees, for nearly two mike. About the 
centre of it i> the amphitheatre, where, dur- 
ing the w aim weaii.er, bull fighis aje ex- 
hibited every Sunday. At the termination 
of the Alameda, are the public baihs, which 
are nuwerooe and convenient, being buili 
over a tolerably sized stream. Each bath 
ia sufficiently large for plunging and awim- 
ming, and can M de a p tn ed ar l awma d at 
(ilen.-iire. There !•« no charge, other than 
for towels Ax a ranchero's near by, 1 
drank the native wine af ibe country, on 
the erom d where it was grown and presst d. 
The grapes here were very hoe. In com- 
pany with Doctor St Umaa, and Lieuten- 
ant Fails, of the Penman war steamer 
Rimac, I visited a number of the encient 
mounds or huachas, supposed lo have bt en 
bu It by the old Incaa. The bialory or ob- 
ject of ibem ia eMbaly aniUMwn. Same 
are two hundred and forty feet high, and 
several thousand square, flat on ilie top, 
imd baHl of adslae ar unburnt bricks, cov- 
ered over with cement and earth. \ casual 
oboerver might lake them tior tiie natural 
undulations of Mm earth.

The death of Mehemet Ali is an event 
of historical ratbat than of political inter- 
est. The late Viceroy of had oaaead 
to govern before he had ceased to live. — 
1 he wonder is, not that his faculaea should 
have givea way at length, bat that they 
should have remained perfect oatil little 
more tlian a twelve-month before tbe close 
of bis eventful career. Few inonarcbs re- 
corded in bitlMX baaa rataiaad fMaMMion 
of power for ao long e thao aa Bfahaaaet 
Ali. For very nearly h ilf a century he 
waa the virtoal aovateign of Egypt — that 
is to aay, of a oooattry wWeb pi^oead a 
double difliculiy to its ruler — a difliculty 
from within, tuid a dilbculiy from wiihuut. 
rhrot^jhaut the whoto Ba i ild of We away, 
the tr iritory ho wae eadeavoriag to reduce 
into Older, waa aobject to tiM attacka and 
manoeuvres of tbe most civilized nations of 
Europe; whUat, at the ootaat of bis rule, he 
f. una biflMalf b aai p erad by the savage m 
Jependence of those who should have been 
ihe almost paaaive iuatrumenta of hia will. 
There wae, inoieover, a third obataeie to 
dio succes-sfcl adiuinistralion of Mehemt i 
Ali, which should not be forgoiien. In 
place of being aa iadapeadeni sovereign, 
he waa in theory a mere feudatory, bound 
lo receive the orders aitd lo act in anbser- 
vienceto the policy of another power, and 
to coanaela BMMt licafBiailyiaipirad by bia 
own rivala ia aaabitiaa. TketaA of Me- 
lieiiici Ali may be siiii.:i;' il ip in thr. e peri- 
ods; He bad tiiat to cleat the around wo 
whieb to fooad a a oeaiei g n t y; belmd dwn a 
sovereignty to found; and when that wa« 
dune came the l-ardesi ta&a ui ail — to civ. 
ilixe the people be bad brought under his 
^way. In other words, ferocity, polic\, 
aod inielligeoce were in tain to bold sway 
over tbe mind of a man who aal oat fta Jife 
aa aa uatutored barlwrian. 

There have beea meny felaa idaaa enter 
lained in this ro'mtry ujimh the eubject of 
the exlraoidinary man w^io baa raoeatly 
expired at Alexandria. We do aal oifor 
my jiiatificaiion of hi- crlm» s when we say 
that lie must not be judged by an Euro- 
pean standard. As compaaad wilh Orien- 
tal rulara, Mehemet Ali was not a sanguin- 
ary or violent man. When he struck 
down the Mamelukes, at Cairo, in 1811. 
the act waa inapind by a gmat political mo 
live, not by waatoa canity. Separat'-H 
LIS we are by some foatT ye .rs from tlu- 
crime, we cannot deny that by the deauuc 
tion of the Maaaelokee. MahaaMt Afi re 
moved tbe great obstacle to the civilizmion 
of Egypt. We mu^ search for a parallel 
to the bloody scene enacted in the citadel 
of Cairo in the destruction of the Streliizes, 
or of ibu Janisaariea. We do not jiisnf) 
he Egyptian ruler in saying tliat hiabloudy 
and violent deed muat not be misuken fiw 
aaotbor act of a totolly distiact nature.— 
Modaubt he displayed a profound indifler- 
enca to human life when it stood between 
tiim aad the ea t Mp r kaa be had ia bead; 
but in this resperi it isd fficult to draw .my 
dislinclion lo hia prejudice between him 
and other men uoon whom hiatory haa be- 
stowed the title of "Great. " Of .Mehemet 
Ali, 89 of Frederic, of Pruaaia, or of iIh: 
.Muacovite Peter, it may be aaid that he 
was cruel with a direct iqteotion of bene 
fuiiiga i)eople. Leaving, however, such a 
disc.uaeiou as this for ihe amusement of cas 
uiaia, wa prefer, in considering tbe uaiear 
of die E yp lia B lalar, to call attaatiea to 
■hose extraordinary inomaliea in his c ai 
acte.' which wiU cuu.'h: him to be plared in 
the lecords of hiatory side by aide with the 
founder of tbe Ruaaian empire. In thirty- 
bix years Peter the Great raised Ruaata 
from a semi-barbaroui state to a pitch of 
military aiten^ and political importance 
which placed ber on a level with the le.)d. 
ing powers of Europo. Her army, her 
uavy, hei commerce, her Icgialature, weie 
all the work of one moa. His greet qual 
ities were often stained by act.'* of tyranny 
>iul cruelty, but he accomplished a work 
which would have been MBaoaaible to a

The 
first object of his ambition, when he once 
luiind biflMair fraily aaaied as tbe roler of 

EjjVjit, was no doubt to make himself in- 
depcndsnl of his Suserain at C^nsianii- 
miple; the second, to aggrandise his power 
by the anne.\ation of the Syrian provincee, 
and to carry the war even to the Dards- 
iipIU. Sirangev revolutions have h.ippen 
ed in the Eaat than that tbe petty tubacco- 
daalarof CavaUa ahoald have leaped into 
his master's seat, and borne sway in the 
city of Consunline. The eveuU of 184U, 
and the bombardment af Aera, ate h«eb in 
the recollection of Euro|>e. No snrh idea 
had ever entered into the imagination of 
the craf.y viceroy, aa that he waa fitted to 
cope by hiouelf wilh tbe arms of the Eu 
ropean powers. Hetroated that the strength 
of all woul.l be neutralized by their inoiual 
diaunioo; aod bow aaatly hie approached 
aaeoMa, Ae oventoaf die tbne have proved. 
The con;]ue8t of Coii>'aiitinopIe by Me 
hemet Ali has been, within tbe limiu of 
le^Umate dreaming, the moal aphndfd po 
litical conception of the list tweuty.ftve 
years. It was not a game in which any 
man was likely to succeed, bai it waa a 
game which a very bold and a very extra- 
ordinary man waa likely enough to play. 

It is, however, by the acts of his internal 
adminiatrauon that MeheoMl Ali must bt- 
nly judged. There can be no doubt 
that he has given a great onward impulse 
to the territory over which be bore away for 
so long n period.
